A three-day lull that followed 
Superstorm Sandy ended abruptly, 
the president campaigning brisk- 
ly across three battleground states 
and Romney piling up three stops 
in a fourth. 

In a possible boost for Obama, 
government and private sources 
churned out a spate of encourag- 
ing snapshots on the economy that 
suggested the recovery was pick- 


ing up its pace, and a measurement 
of consumer confidence rose to its 
highest level since 2008. 

Still, none of the day’s measure- 
ments packed the political signifi- 
cance of the campaign’s final report 
on unemployment, due Friday. Job- 
lessness was measured at 7.8 per- 
cent in September, falling below 
8 percent for the first time since 


Obama took office. 

Unemployment alone explained 
the competition to be the candidate 
of change, the slogan Obama mem- 
orably made his own in 2008 and 
struggles to hold now. 

“Real Change On Day One” 
read a banner at Romney’s first 
appearance of the day, in Roanoke,

Ex-Penn State President Charged 


Prosecutors: Spanier 
hid abuse complaints 
regarding Sandusky 

Harrisburg, Pa. 

Former Penn State President Gra- 
ham Spanier was charged Thurs- 
day with hushing up child sex-abuse 
complaints against Jerry Sandusky, 
taking the allegations of a “conspir- 
acy of silence” to the highest level of 
the university and marking anoth- 
er chapter in the dramatic downfall 
of a once-renowned administrator. 

Prosecutors also added counts 
against two of Spanier’s former 
underlings, Tim Curley and Gary 
Schultz, who were already charged 
with lying to the grand jury that 
investigated the former Penn State 
assistant football coach. 

“This was not a mistake by 
these men. This was not an over- 
sight,” said state Attorney General 
Linda Kelly. “This was a conspiracy 
of silence by top officials to active- 


Backstory 

Former Penn 
State President 
Graham Span- 
ier, 64, had been 
president for 16 
years when he was 
forced out after Jerry Sandusky’s 
arrest in 2011. Spanier remains a fac- 
ulty member but was placed on paid 
leave Thursday. He has said he had no 
memory of email traffic concerning 
the 1998 complaint made by a mother 
after Sandusky showered with her 
son, and only slight recollections 
about the 2001 complaint by a team 
assistant who said Sandusky sexually 
abused a boy at a campus shower, (ap) 


ly conceal the truth.” 

Spanier’s lawyers issued a state- 
ment that asserted his innocence 
and described the new charges as 
an attempt by Gov. Tom Corbett to 
divert attention from the three-year 
investigation that began under his 


watch as attorney general. 

“These charges are the work of 
a vindictive and politically motivat- 
ed governor working through an 
unelected attorney general ... whom 
he appointed to do his bidding,” the 
four defense lawyers wrote. 

Corbett spokesman Kevin Har- 
ley said the defense statement 
“sounds like the ranting of a des- 
perate man who just got indicted.” 

Curley and Schultz have repeat- 
edly asserted they are innocent. 

Spanier was charged with per- 
jury, obstruction, endangering the 
welfare of children, failure to prop- 
erly report suspected abuse and 
conspiracy. Curley and Schultz 
face new charges of endangering 
the welfare of children, obstruc- 
tion and conspiracy. 

In June, a jury found Sandusky 
guilty of 45 of the 48 counts against 
him and in October, a judge sen- 
tenced him to 30 to 60 years in pris- 
on. He has maintained his inno- 
cence and is pursuing appeals.

Syrian War Hits Anti-U.S. Alliance 


Assad’s ties to Iran, 
militant groups fray 
as conflict continues 


Beirut 

When the Hamas rulers of Gaza 
recently gave a hero’s welcome to 
the ruler of Qatar, a foe of the Syri- 
an regime, it sent a strong message 
reverberating across the capitals 
in Tehran, Damascus and Beirut. 

The powerful anti-U.S. alli- 
ance of Iran, Syria and militant 
groups Hezbollah and Hamas, 
once dubbed the “Axis of Resis- 
tance,” is fraying. 

Iran’s economy is showing signs 
of distress from nuclear sanctions, 
Syrian President Bashar Assad is 
fighting for his survival, and Hez- 
bollah in Lebanon is under fire by 
opponents who blame it for the 
assassination of an anti-Syrian 
official. Hamas — the Palestinian 
arm — has bolted. 

“We’re seeing basically the resis- 
tance axis becoming much more 
vulnerable and under duress,” said 
Fawaz Gerges of the Middle East 
Center at the London School of Eco-

Syrian rebels killed 78 soldiers in attacks on military checkpoints in 
northern Idlib province Thursday, just hours after a wave of bombings hit Da- 
mascus and its outskirts, activists said. The Britain-based Syrian Observatory 
for Human Rights said the rebels attacked three military checkpoints near the 
town of Saraqeb, killing the troops. Five rebels also died in gun battles follow- 
ing the attacks, according to the Observatory, which relies on reports from 
activists on the ground.

“The fate of the alliance rests 
on the future of the Assad regime,” 
said Bilal Saab, a Middle East 
expert at the Monterey Institute 
of International Studies. “If Assad 
goes, Iran and Hezbollah will suf- 
fer and find it much more difficult 
to plan, coordinate and communi- 
cate.”

Cairo Balks at Closing Times 


Public outcry rises 
over curfew for most 
24-hour businesses 

Cairo 

Egypt’s capital prides itself on 
being a city that never sleeps. Now 
the government is facing a public 
backlash as it vows to impose new 
nationwide rules closing stores and 
restaurants early. 

Officials say the step is neces- 
sary to conserve electricity in a 
nation buckling under economic 
crisis and fuel shortages. But it has 
an undercurrent of social control: 
a desire by secular conservatives 
and Islamists to tame a population 


Backstory 

Under Egypt's new rules, shops 
would be required to close at 10 p.m. 
and restaurants and cafes at mid- 
night. Those with a tourism license 
— most bars and upscale restau- 
rants— would be exempted. Past 
governments have tried to regulate 
business hours in hopes of injecting 
a semblance of order to Cairo. But 
in the end, they backed down in the 
face of public uproar, (ap) 


they see as too unruly, especially 
in a post-revolution atmosphere of 
protests and relentless demands on 
a beleaguered government. 

Simply put, officials say, Egyp- 


tians should stop thinking they 
can do whatever they want, should 
go to sleep early and work in the 
morning. 

“Egypt should not be a noctur- 
nal state, but a morning state like 
all countries,” Legal Affairs Min- 
ister Mohammed Mahsoub, an 
Islamist, said Wednesday. 

Officials said the regulations 
will take effect Saturday. Many 
are furious over what they see as 
a violation of the nation’s psyche. 

“This regulation is a huge mis- 
take,” said Ashraf Shaaban, who 
runs a falafel sandwich shop in 
Imbaba. “It is against the nature 
of the Egyptian people. We stay 
up late. We don’t want a curfew.”

With Metro completely shut down and Capital 
Bikeshare closed this past Monday, taxis were 
pretty much the only option for folks without cars 
who needed to get somewhere. But passengers 
had to pay extra for them because the D.C. 
Taxicab Commission tacked on a $15 emergency 
surcharge throughout the storm. 


Oy. I often feel like the taxi driv- 
ers in this city want to be loathed. 

And then I meet Desta. His 
vehicle is comfortable and clean, 
his demeanor friendly, and he’s 
exactly the person you hope pulls 
up when you’re standing on a street 
corner flailing an arm. He’s also 
one of the first cabbies in the Dis- 
trict to sign on for the MyTaxi app, 
which lets riders book a trip, pay 
for the ride and rate the driver, all 
via cellphone. 

“The app is a bridge between 
the passenger and driver,” says 
Desta, who’s already had more 
than 20 fares through the system 
and picked me up for a spin with 
MyTaxi’s D.C. general manag- 
er, Yonis Benitez. “I can only find 
passengers on the street as I drive. 
This gives me the option of the sur- 


rounding area, too. And a passen- 
ger can call from inside.” 

The idea may sound familiar 
to anyone who’s used Uber, which 
relies on a similar platform to sum- 
mon black cars and 
SUVs. The differ- 
ence is that MyTaxi 
taps into Washing- 
ton’s cab network. 

The app won’t 
cost passengers 
more (drivers are on 
the hook for a small 
fee in exchange for 
the additional business), and it 
manages to address one of the most 
frequent complaints about D.C. taxi 
drivers: They sometimes refuse to 
take you to your destination. 

When drivers accept a ride 
through the app, Benitez explains. 


they know only where they’re pick- 
ing you up. Once they’ve agreed to 
do it, they get more details — includ- 
ing where you want to go — and it’s 
too late to back out. (Those who 
balk risk getting kicked off the app.) 

“If for any reason I don’t pick 
them up. I’ll have to explain why,” 
Desta says. “I can’t pick up a pas- 
senger on the street first.” 

What the app won’t help with, 
for now, is the difficulty of get- 
ting a cab in certain neighbor- 
hoods. Benitez won’t reveal exact- 
ly how many cabbies in the city 
are using it other than it’s “in the 
hundreds.” But since most cabbies 
cruise around downtown, and the 
ones using the app select a certain 
radius they’re willing to travel to

pick up a fare, MyTaxi presents a 
challenge for folks who live farther 
from the regular routes. As the net- 
work of cabs grows, Benitez vows, 
more of the city will have coverage. 

With more cabs enrolled, pas- 
sengers will also be able to take bet- 
ter advantage of the rating system. 
Not only can you set your prefer- 
ences to get exclusively 5-star cabs, 
you can also come up with a list 
of your favorite drivers (like, say, 
Desta) and have that group alerted 
first. That gives cabbies an incen- 
tive to top expectations, both to 
get repeat business and to pull in 
new customers. 

Like David Hasselhoff, MyTaxi 
is huge in Germany. Now it’s focus- 
ing on the States, starting with 
Washington — where it can con- 
veniently share an office with its 
investor, car2go. 

“We want to revolutionize how 
city dwellers get around,” Benitez 
says. “You don’t need a vehicle. I 
take a car2go to a restaurant and I 
have a drink, so I call a taxi.” 

And, hopefully, it’s Desta who 
shows up.

6 Days in Jail Urged for Brown 


Supervised release 
also reeommended 
for ex-Council chair 

Washington 

Former D.C. Council chairman 
Kwame Brown should serve six 
days in jail followed by three years 
of supervised release, federal prose- 
cutors urged a judge in court papers 
filed Thursday. 

Brown, a Democrat who 
resigned from the Council and 
pleaded guilty to bank fraud charg- 
es in June, is scheduled to be sen- 
tenced Nov. 13 before U.S. District 
Judge Richard J. Leon. He faces up 


to six months in jail under federal 
sentencing guidelines. 

In his own filing Thursday, 
Brown through his attorney rec- 
ommended a similar, but lighter, 
sentence: six days in jail, all sus- 
pended, two years of supervised 
release and 200 hours of commu- 
nity service. 

Prosecutors called Brown’s 
crime a serious one that deserved 
jail time. The former D.C. polit- 
ical star admitted he provided 
false information on applications 
to obtain two bank loans worth 
more than $200,000. 

But prosecutors added that a 
longer jail term was not warranted 
because Brown accepted responsi-

bility for his misconduct and has 
no criminal record. 

The jail time should be served 
over three weekends, prosecutors 
wrote, after which Brown should 
be supervised for three years by 
court officials.

Is Sandy Just a Preview? 


Storm shows U.S. 
must prepare for 
climate change, 
experts warn 

Washington 

As the Northeast struggles with the 
aftermath of Superstorm Sandy, 
many experts say the government 
for years has underestimated how 
much of the nation is prone to 
flooding, given the increasing like- 
lihood of extreme weather because 
of climate change and the prospect 
of future sea-level rise. 

These experts, who include 
not only environmentalists but 
also community planners, insur- 
ers and fiscal conservatives, have 
pressed groups such as the Feder- 
al Emergency Management Agen- 
cy to rethink the way the govern- 
ment evaluates the risk of floods. 
Such a change could affect where 
and how infrastructure is built and 
make it harder to develop vulner- 
able areas. 

FEMA, in the process of updat- 
ing flood-insurance maps from the 
1980s, is setting up a “technical 
mapping advisory council” that will 
study how the agency might take 
fixture climate change into account. 
At this point, it still bases its anal- 
ysis on historical data. 

But Sandy’s devastating punch 
might bolster the case for change, 
given how it exposed many areas’ 
vulnerabilities to storm surge and 
sea-level rise. 

New York Gov. Andrew Cuomo, 
D, said policymakers need to 
acknowledge that the infrastruc- 
ture now in place along the East 
Coast is not equipped to withstand 
the changing climate. 

“Anyone who thinks that there 
is not a dramatic change in weather 
patterns is denying reality,” Cuomo 
said Tuesday. “We have a new real- 
ity, and old infrastructures and old

systems.” 

Flood planning is based on his- 
torical data, rather than future pro- 
jections. And much of the infra- 
structure damaged in a storm is 
rebuilt exactly the same way, with- 
out taking into account the climat- 
ic changes under way. 

FEMA draws the flood maps to 
provide guidelines to local author- 
ities who determine where proper- 
ties can be built. Many developers 
and homeowners have resisted the 
idea of expanding the definition of 
flood risk because it raises costs 
and can restrict development. Pol- 
icymakers “are afraid of the polit- 
ical backlash,” said Georgetown 
Climate Center executive director 


Vicki Arroyo. 

And expanding the maps means 
increasing the area covered by the 
National Flood Insurance Program, 
which covers Americans in flood- 
prone areas with federally backed 
insurance provided they meet fed- 
eral standards aimed at minimiz- 
ing risks. 

The program was at least 
$17.75 billion in debt before Sandy 
made landfall, and the storm could 
deplete the program’s remaining 
$3 billion is statutory borrowing 
authority. The insurance is vol- 
untary. 

Proponents argue the flood- 
insurance program provides cov- 
erage that would otherwise be

unaffordable and saves taxpayers 
money by prodding communities 
to take precautions ahead of time.

The total economic damage from 
Superstorm Sandy could run as high 
as $50 billion, according to new esti- 
mates from the forecasting firm Eqe- 
cat.

The magic of his 
rookie season last year has evap- 
orated, and the Panthers are 1-6 
with critics questioning his foot- 
ball acumen and his attitude. 

Since Griffin and Newton seem, 
on the surface, to be similar players, 
should Redskins fans worry about 
a potential sophomore slump for 



their budding star? Or is it short- 
sighted to lump these two mobile 
QBs together in the first place? 

“It’s not my job to compare, 
so I’ll let you guys continue to do 
that,” Griffin said. “I won’t be play- 
ing him. I’m playing his defense. 
Have fun with the comparisons.” 

Griffin is coming off his worst 
game as a pro in last week’s loss 
to the Steelers, but he still ranks 
among the top five in completion 
percentage (66.8 percent) and the 
top 10 in passer rating (97.3).

What did Shalane Flanagan do 
after the Marine Corps Marathon 
last Sunday? Whatever she wanted 
— because the elite athlete didn’t 
run the 26.2-mile race. (She cheered 
on participants as a representative 
of Nissan’s Innovation for Endur- 
ance program.) 

Although the ensuing Super- 
storm Sandy made it easy for some 
to stay cooped up, the 31-year- old 
hopes none of the MCM finishers 


decided to copy what she did after 
her first marathon in 2010: noth- 
ing. Coming in second place in the 
New York City Marathon called for 
a reward, so a week’s rest in Hawaii 
sounded like a good idea. It was — 
until she tried running again. 

“I had quad soreness that lasted 
a month,” says Flanagan, who has 
since developed a smarter marathon 
recovery plan, which she used this 
year at the Olympic trials and the 
Olympics (where she placed 10th). 

It starts with eating whatever 
she wants. “Usually, that’s a burg- 
er and fries,” Flanagan says. She 
tries to get a massage “to flush the 
race out of my legs” as soon as she 
can. And then she keeps running

lightly every day. 

Since coming back from the 
London Games, Flanagan has 
geared her schedule to shorter races. 


‘We Have to Go On’ 

New York City Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg said Sunday’s mara- 
thon won’t divert resources from 
victims of Superstorm Sandy’s dev- 
astation. Bloomberg responded at a 
news briefing Thursday to criticism 
of his decision to hold the race. He 
notes that electricity is expected to 
be back on in downtown Manhattan 
by Sunday, freeing up an “enormous 
number of police." Race organizers 
have said they’ll use more private 
contractors than in past years to 
minimize the strain on city services. 
Bloomberg said “this city is a city 
where we have to go on." (ap) 


“Post-Olympics, there’s this lull. 
It’s a way to have new stimulus and 
new goals,” says Flanagan, who 
had planned to go directly from 
Washington to New York to run 
Saturday’s Dash to the Finish Line 
5K. But that event was canceled so 
organizers could focus their atten- 
tion on Sunday’s marathon (see 
box). Next up is a trip to Australia 
in December for a lOK track race. 

In January, she’ll be going the 
distance again to start preparing for 
April’s Boston Marathon. The race 
is a goal for many runners, but it’s a 
particularly meaningful milestone 
for Flanagan, who grew up in Mas- 
sachusetts. “I try not to think about 
it, or I get too worked up,” she says. 

And someday, Flanagan prom- 
ises, she’ll return to the Marine 
Corps Marathon as a participant.

a lot of time. 

If the partnership has potential, 
move on to a face-to-face meeting 
where you have an honest conver- 
sation about the realities of living 
together. 

“Don’t hide the fact that you’ve 
got a significant other who spends 
three nights a week with you,” 
says Annamarie Pluhar, author of 
“Sharing Housing: A Guidebook 
for Finding and Keeping Good 
Housemates” (Bauhan Publish- 
ing, $16.50) and its companion blog 
(Sharinghousing.com). “This is not 
a good way to start a relationship.” 

Ask a lot of questions, and 
watch the way the other person 
responds. If you’re considering a 
room in a rental house, check to 
see if the common areas truly feel 
like shared spaces, and observe 
how the current roommates inter- 
act with each other. 


It also doesn’t hurt to do a little 
research on this unknown person 
or people you’ll be letting into your 
life. Ask for references, or do some 
Internet research. Rosenblatt made 
sure her potential roommates had 
stable employment and they weren’t 
hiding any disturbing secrets. 

“I Googled them,” she says. 

Don’t ignore any nagging 
doubts you might have. 

“People usually have regrets 
when they don’t follow their 
instincts,” says Toni Coleman, a 
McLean-based psychotherapist 
(703-847-1768, consum-mate.com) 
who has helped clients through 
changes in living situations. “You 
just get vibes from people, and you 
need to pay attention to those. It 
doesn’t mean that the person is a 
serial killer; they just might not be 
the right person for you.” 

Sharing an apartment with a 


stranger comes with upsides. If

cy or musical preferences. “It’s easier 
to bring up an issue,” Pluhar says. 

No matter how careful you are, 
there’s always the chance that a 
stranger could turn out to be the 
roommate from hell. But for every 
horror story, there’s a situation 


where a new roommate turns into 
a true friend. 

Rosenblatt got along so well with 
her new roommates, Clyde Gillam 
and Alex Orr, that the three renewed 
their lease for another year. When 
Gillam decided to move back home, 
Rosenblatt and Orr found another 
guy. Brock Cline, who fit right in. 

“Even though we’ve all gone 
our separate ways,” says Rosen- 
blatt, who now lives with a col- 
lege buddy in Silver Spring, “I still 
talk to them on a weekly basis.”

Michael Symon 

FOOD NETWORK CHEF, MEAT ENTHUSIAST 


Call Michael Symon a meathead 
and he’s more likely to shake your 
hand than punch you in the face. 
Along with other culinary bigwigs 
(Giada De Laurentiis, Paula Been), 
the Cleveland-born restaurateur 
will be headlining the Metro Cook- 
ing & Entertaining Show on Sun- 
day and Monday (Metrocookingdc 
.com) at the Washington Conven- 
tion Center (801 Mount Vernon 
Place NW) where he’ll dazzle with 
cooking demonstrations and dis- 
cuss “Carnivore,” his new cookbook 
and love letter to all things meaty 
($35, Clarkson Potter). 

Why do you think so many people 
are afraid to cook meat? 

I think when people go to the gro- 
cery store, they get overwhelmed 
by all the different cuts. With the 
cookbook, I wanted to explain them 


all and the best way to cook them. 
It takes an intimidation factor out. 

Many of your recipes have four 
steps or less. That’s got to help. 

I don’t believe in difficult cooking. 
There’s always going to be someone 
who wants to make their own sau- 
sage or hot dogs, and those recipes 
are in there. There’s also a roast- 
ed chicken recipe and other dishes 
that are intended for people who 
are a little more busy. 

What are some misconceptions 
people have about meat? 

Americans are afraid of fat, but it’s 
needed for tenderness and flavor. 
Boneless skinless chicken breast 
sells better than any other type of 
chicken, yet the thighs have three 
times more flavor for a third of 
the price. 


Can you explain your eating less- 
but-better philosophy? 

We’re preprogrammed to think 
more is more. If you get a 5-ounce 
prime, dry-aged rib eye, it’s going 
to satisfy you, whereas if you buy 
a steak that has no fat, it’s going to 
take 12 to 14 ounces to fill you up. 
Meat of a higher quality is more 
expensive, but it has more flavor.

You don’t include any tenderloin 
recipes in the book. Why’s that? 

Tenderloin is a flavorless cut of 
meat people pay an exorbitant 
amount of money for. You will 
never see a butcher or a chef order 
a beef tenderloin. In my 25 years of 
going to dinner with chefs, I have 
never seen a chef order a tender- 
loin. Not one. 

The side dishes in your book tend 
to be more veggie-based than 
the typical potato. Why is that? 

[Potatoes with meat] is rich on 
rich and not delicious to me, even 
though it’s an American classic. 
You want something to cut through 
the meat. For example, I paired the 
bone-in prime rib with horseradish 
beets. They complement the dish 
but don’t weigh it down. 

What can people expect at the 
Metro Cooking Show? 

I’m doing a cooking demo with 
Carla Hall. We’re making biscuits 
and gravy. It should be fun. I love 
doing live cooking demonstrations 
and getting people involved. As a 
chef, there’s nothing I enjoy more 
than cooking in front of a live audi- 
ence.

Don’t Feel 
The Squeeze 


KegeL exercises have 
benefits, but they're 
not right for everyone 

Like most women, Leslie Howard 
thought the key to pelvic-floor 
health was Kegel exercises. So she 
dutifully isolated and contracted as 
often as she could — until her mus- 
cles were so tight that she couldn’t 
have sex with her husband. 

“I learned the hard way,” says 
Howard, who had to spend the next 
year undoing the damage. The Bay 
Area yoga instructor has since ded- 
icated herself to educating others 
about the female anatomy. She’s 
offering her workshop, “Yoga and 
the Pelvic Floor,” at Circle Yoga. 


Her students typically show 
up expecting a curriculum in 
“advanced Kegels,” Howard says, 
but what they get is a look at a 3-D 
model of a female pelvis, a discus- 
sion of why society is ashamed by 
anatomy, and then homework to 
manually examine their own pel- 
vises. Inevitably, a third of the group 
reports discovering excessive tight- 
ness they were never aware of 

Hypertonic — or too tight — 
pelvic-floor muscles are common 
and can cause terrible pain and 
other disorders, according to Kathy 
Pesavento, owner of PelviCore Phys- 
ical Therapy in Vienna, Va., which 
offers a range of therapies. 

“The pelvis is a complicated area. 
It’s the Grand Central Station of the 



body,” says Pesavento, noting that 
many women who experience pain 
are too embarrassed to tell anyone. 
Doctors tend to focus on organs 
rather than muscles, so gynecolog- 
ical exams often go by without any 
indication of a problem, she says. 

One major contributor is stress, 
Pesavento says. Another is posture: 
“Tight muscles in the legs, back and 
belly can pull the pelvis out of line.” 

So it was only natural for How- 
ard to turn to her yoga practice for 
solutions. She’s found several she 
recommends to women in her sit- 
uation, including squatting with 
a rolled-up mat under their heels 
and downward dog with bent knees 
(“So your hamstrings aren’t tug- 
ging on the pelvis,” she explains). 

In both positions, the key is 
untucking the pelvis to promote 
a neutral spine, which is some-

thing women should strive for off 
the yoga mat, too. It’s easier to do 
standing than sitting, but it helps 
to perch at the edge of a seat, How- 
ard says. 

These moves are just as critical 
as Kegels for the pelvic floor. “The 
health of a muscle is how it moves 
through a range of motion,” How- 
ard says. ‘You should be able to con- 
tract it, stretch it, soften it.” 

But first, you have to be able to 
talk about it. vicky hallett (express)

When Arnon Goldfinger’s Jewish 
grandmother died in Tel Aviv, 
he brought a camera to film his 
family cleaning out her apartment. 
What they discovered — and what 
became the subject of Goldfinger's 
documentary “The Flat," out Friday 
— was that she and her husband 
had been friends 
with a highly placed 
SS officer and his 
wife, and that their 
friendship continued 
afterWorld War II. 
When my 

grandmother died this 
summer at 90, 1 didn't bring a camera, 
but I should have. She came from the 
WASP branch of the same German 
tree as Goldfinger's grandmother, so 
she didn't talk much about herself. 
Helping clean her house, though, I 
learned more about her from what she 
left behind than I ever had from how 
she lived: She once sat on a mule with 
three other teenage girls, laughing her 
head off. She kept every report card 
for each of her four children. Pictures 
of my son led to pictures of me, led to 
pictures of my father, led to pictures of 
people no one could identify. 

It's normal to see our parents age, 
to see gray creep into our siblings' 
hair. But our grandparents are usually 
old the day we're born, and we 
assume they always have been. 

In “The Flat," Goldfinger learns 
his grandmother often had tea with a 
Nazi. For me, it was just as shocking 
to learn that my grandmother once 
thought it was funny to sit with her 
friends on a mule.

A Near-Perfect Landing 



John Good- 
man plays 
Whip's drug 
dealer. 


“Flight” brings audiences per- 
haps the most harrowing scenes 
of a troubled airplane ever com- 
mitted to film. 

With nerve-racking authenticity, 
director Robert Zemeckis — known 
for his wizardry with computer-gen- 
erated illusions in films like “Forrest 
Gump” and “The Polar Express” — 
puts viewers on board the routine 
52-minute short hop that will have 
life-changing repercussions for ace 
pilot Whip Whitaker. 

Portrayed by Denzel Washing- 
ton with his characteristic som- 
ber focus, Whip is introduced in 
the film’s opening sequences wak- 
ing up after a night of hard party- 
ing, clearing his head with a swig 
of beer, a joint and a couple of lines 
of cocaine. Just another day on the 
commuter-flight circuit, until 
a dab of turbulence and 
a defective plane send 
Whip, his crew and 
his passengers on a 
spectacularly ter- 
rifying controlled 
dive from which 
the pilot will emerge 
a hero. Only a handful 
of people know that he’s 
a sullied Sullenberger — gift- 
ed with razor-sharp instincts and 
reflexes, to be sure, but also har- 
boring addictions that threaten to 
devour him whole. 

The tensions between that heavy 
shadow material and the better 
angels of Whip’s nature make up 
the dramatic fulcrum of “Flight,” 
even though it’s that breathtak- 
ing sequence on the plane that

will understandably generate the 
most chatter. 

The film presents an assured 
star turn from Washington — who 
seems to become more bloated and 
bleary as Whip’s fight between deni- 
al and recovery grows more height- 
ened — but it benefits just as much 
from the ensemble backing him:

the crash landing, John Goodman 
providing comic relief as Whip’s 
good-time-Charlie dealer and 
Melissa Leo in a brief but spot-on 
appearance as a tough transporta- 
tion board official who may be the 
only person able to call him on the 
swagger and bluff that have gotten 
Whip so far for so long. 

Cut from the same cloth of 
addiction-denial-recovery dramas, 
“Flight” hinges on whether Whip 
will finally accept the reality of his 
disease or succumb to it. 

The twist is that the arrogance 
and illusion of invulnerability that 
could keep him from saving his 
own life are the very qualities that 
help make him an excellent pilot. 

Drunks are notoriously tire- 
some company in real life, but 
“Flight” is terrifically enter- 
taining, both as a you-are-there 
action flick and the deeper psy- 
chological thriller it becomes.

In 'Wreck-lt Ralph,’

Here’s what the reviews would say 
if “Wreck-It Ralph” were an actual 
video game and not a video-game- 
themed movie: Great concept and 


graphics, weak story mode. 

The 3-D animated comedy 
is the story of a goofy bad guy 
out of a retro arcade game who 
“game jumps,” leaving his clois- 
tered universe — and role as the 
heavy — in search of fulfillment 
in other games. 

It’s a clever and original idea, 
with lots of cute sight gags. (One of 
the ghosts from “Pac-Man” leads a

But the narrative is overly busy, 
noisy and unengaging, with little 
of the charm and heart that won 
viewers over in the “Toy Story” 
franchise. 

The voice casting here works 
well.
